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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


County of York, ss. 
To George M. Brackett, a constable in the Town of 
Limington, County of York, and State of Maine, 


GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
requested to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town of Limington, qualified by law to vote in Town 
affairs, to assemble at the Town House in said Town 
on the third day of March 1947, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, to vote on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to choose one 
or more Road Commissioners. 


Art. 3. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To raise money for: 
(a) Town Officers’ bills. 
(b) Town Officers’ bonds. 


Art. 5. To raise money for: 
(a) Support of common schools. 
(b) Upkeep and improvement of 
school property. 
(c) Textbooks and supplies. 
(d) Superintendent of Schools. 


Art. 6 To see if the Town will vote to employ a 
teacher of music. 
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Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the superintending School Committee to contract with 
the Trustees of Limington Academy to furnish free sec- 
ondary schooling to the qualified students of the Town 
of Limington for the year 1947-48, and for what sum 
and raise money for the same. 


Art. 8. To raise money for textbooks and supplies 
for Limington Academy. 


Art. 9. To raise money for: 
(a) Repair of highways. 
(b) Maintenance of third class high- 
ways to the amount of $509.00. > 
(c) Patrol service of State Highways 
- to the amount of $1,400.00. 
Art. 10. To raise money for bridges. 


Art. 11. To raise money for cutting bushes. 


“Art. 12. To see what sum the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for State aid road construction (in 
addition to the amount regularly raised for the care of 
ways, highways and bridges) under the provision of 
Section 19, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or. 
under the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 229, Public 
Laws of 1937, for construction on State aid road No. 6, 
leading from Trail No. 25, near Hamblin’s bridge and 
continuing past the residences of Harry Cotton, Alvah 
Weeman, Herbert Decker, Charles DeShon, the South 
Limington Church and the residence of Stephen Moody 
to Trail 11. 


Art. 18. To raise money for snow and ice removal 
(breaking roads) for the winter of 1947-48. - 
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Art. 14. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to plowing of snow from driveways for the 
year 1947-48. 


Art. 15. To see what compensation the Town will 
allow: 
(a) Men per day on Town highways. 
(b) Teams per day. 
(c) One and one-half yard trucks per 
day. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Assessors to rescind any amounts appropriated by 
the Town for State aid highway construction in excess 
of the amount required to meeet State apportionments. 


Art. 17. To raise money for the support of poor. 


Art. 18. To raise money for street lights, Town 
Hall lights, tractor house lights and traffic beacon. 


Art. 19. To raise money for: 
(a) Running expenses of Public 
Library. 
(b) Purchase of books for Public 
Library. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $100.00 to aid and support the County Health 
Nursing Service, and the sum of $25.00 for local Health 
Service. 


Art. 21. To raise money for miscellaneous ex- 
penses. 
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Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Treasurer to procure a temporary loan or loans for 
the use of the Town to pay indebtedness of said Town 
due and to become due during the municipal year, and 
that he hereby be authorized and directed to borrow 
from time to time a sum or sums not exceeding the tax 


levy of the preceding municipal year, and to execute - 


and deliver a note or notes of the Town therefor, signed 
in his official capacity as Treasurer and countersigned 
by the Selectmen. 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $25.00 for the use of the Charles A. Warren 
Patriotic Association. : 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $25.00 for the use of Bernard J. Kennison Post 
of the American Legion to be used for Memorial Decora- 
tions. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote a discount 
on all taxes paid on or before July 8, 1947, and raise 
money for same. | 


Art. 26. To see what compensation the Town will 
vote to pay the Collector of Taxes for his services as 
Collector for the year 1947-48. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen on behalf of the Town to sell and dispose of 
any real estate acquired by the Town for non-payment 
of taxes thereon, on such terms as they may deem ad- 
visable, and to execute quitclaim deeds for such prop- 
erty. 
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Art. 28. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to deduct fifty per cent of all persons’ wages 
earned working for the Town, whose back taxes either 
real or personal, remain unpaid. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to purchase 
two sanders and to raise money for same. 


Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $700.00 for a memorial to be 
dedicated to the veterans of all wars. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $50.00 for control of blister rust for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 32. To see whether or not the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) 
to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to 
be expended and used for advertising the natural re- 
soures, advantages and attractions of the State of Maine 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 
95, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 33. To see if the Town will vote to discon- 
tinue the road leading from Route 117 past the residence 
of Raymond Houston Sr., to the site of the former 
residence of the late Benjamin Small, now the property 
of the said Houston. 


Art. 34. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for a school building 
fund, the same to be expended at some future date for 
the construction of a central modern school voted under 
Article 31 at the last annual Town Meeting on March 
4, 1946. 
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Art. 35. To see what action the Town will vote to 
take in regard to wiring elementary school buildings 
and pay for the wiring of those buildings out of School 
Repair Appropriations. 


Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to elect a 
permanent school building committee to consist of eight 
members ; said committee to consist of the regular school 
board plus five elected members.. Nominations in num- 
ber up to ten shall be made from the floor and from 
these ten, five shall be elected by written ballot. 


Art. 37. To define the duties and me! of the 
school building committee. 


Art. 88. To see if the Town will instruct the 
Selectmen to sell the $3,700.00 bond now in Town’s 
possession, and earmark proceeds for the school build- 
ing fund, said bond not to be sold until such time as it 
is deemed advisable by the school building committee. 


Art. 39. To see if the Town will sell the timber 
and wood on the Town Farm, so called, this year, and 
what method of selling they would advise. 


Art. 40. To transact any other business which 
may come legally before the Meeting. 


The Selectmen will be in session at the Town House 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon March 8, 1947, for the 
purpose of correcting the list of voters.

YORK COUNTY TUBERCULOSIS AND HEALTH 
ASSOCIATION 


To the Citizens of the Town of Limington: 

I herein submit a brief report of service rendered 
the Town of Limington by the York County Tubercul- 
osis and Health Association for the period January 1, 
1946 to December 31, 1946 ) 

During 1946, 200 students and adults were given 
tests for Tuberculosis and 14 positive reactors were 
found. Fifteen had chest x-rays at Sanford and Bidde- 
ford by the State Diagnostic Tuberculosis Division and 
one child was taken to Hebron Sanatorium for chest 
X-ray. i 

The use of Tuberculin tests and x-rays have reveal- 
ed many serious conditions and solved some of the most 
puzzling problems of Tuberculosis. All positive reactors 
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are followed up by the nurse. They often lead to un- 
known cases of active Tuberculosis that were the source 
of infection. Active disease found early is quickly cur- 
ed. The education of pupils and parents as to the im- 
portance of this disease, and the methods of its preven- 
tion, detection and cure is extremely valuable to the in- 
dividual welfare of both children and adults and protec- 
tion of Public Health. No TB case finding program in 
the schools would be complete without including: all 
school personnel. Extensive work in case finding is now 
in progress. Movie films on Tuberculosis and Cancer 
were shown to teachers and students. Booklets and pam- 
phlets on TB and Good Health practices have been fur- 
nished the schools. 

- Three immunization Clinics were held in town, 
April, May and June. |The cost of the vaccines and the 
doctors fee was covered by the Community Club. The 
immunizing was done by Dr. Sawyer, Cornish.‘ 

23 children were given smallpox vaccinations. 

51 children were given diphtheria toxoid. 

11 children were given whooping cough vaccine. 

17 children were given perdipigen (whooping 
cough vaccine and diptheria toxoid combined). 

- All school children had vision and hearing tests. 
Grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 were given hearing tests, also the 
Academy students, with the Audiometer loaned by the 
Maine Public Health Association,

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens of 
the Town of Limington the annual report is herewith 
submitted :— 

The teachers shortage has made us realize more 
than ever the importance of the work of the teacher and 
how much we owe to our teachers. In order to have 
- good schools we must have well trained teachers. Not- 


withstanding the teacher shortage, we have been fortun- — 


ate in securing such teachers. We have made consider- 
able progress in education in many lines. We have more 
adequate buildings and enriched courses of study. We 
have excellent equipment. However our success in edu- 
cation depends largely on the effective use of all of our 
resources by the inspiring teacher. In the Academy in 
particular we have been fortunate in securing teachers 
with an excellent background of training and experi- 
ence. ? | 
| TEACHERS SALARIES 

There has been considerable improvement in teach- 
ers salaries during the last few years. But the salaries 
_ paid teachers are still lower than those paid in many 
other fields. In view of the cost of teacher education 
and the importance of the work of the teacher in mould- 
ing the lives of pupils it would seem that measures 
should be taken by the State to make available funds so 
that the teacher could have a more satisfactory wage, 
and the profession would become more attractive. The 
requirements for teacher training have been increased 
without a compensating increase in teachers pay. | 

) PENDING LEGISLATION 

A bill is pending before legislature which if enacted 
will provide an increase of $150.00 for each teaching po- 
sition maintained in town provided a minimum program 
of expenditures is maintained. This increase would pro- 
vide an allocation of $450 for each position. 
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VOCATIONAL TRAINING IN THE SMALL 
SECONDARY SCHOOL 


The small communities have a real problem in their 
attempt to meet the various needs of their students, re- 
garding manual and technical training with their limited 
enrollment and small amount of equipment. The amount 
of money available in the larger high schools makes pos- 
sible the employment of a staff of teachers in the voca- 
tional field that the small high school can never ap- 
proach. However many small high schools are introduc- 
ing so called guidance courses in vocational training in a 
limited field, such as manual training and carpentry 
rather than in general courses. Such courses have the 
purpose of discovering the aptitudes and interests of 
students. Some work in the so called exploratory cours- 
es has been done this year in the Academy in wiring 
buildings and in shop work. 

Some towns offering less than two occupational 
courses in secondary education are paying the tuition of 
students enrolled in Vocational courses in other High 
Schools. This arrangement for students to take voca- 
tional courses in other high schools is in accordance 
with recently enacted legislation. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


In view of existing conditions it would seem that 
the building of a central consolidated school might be 
delayed for some time—possibly for several years. There 
is a shortage of building materials at present and build- 
ing costs are almost prohibitive. 

In this situation it seems desirable to keep our one 
room buildings in a good state of repair without expend- 
ing a large sum of money in remodelling. The light 
conditions have been particularly bad in several build- 
ings. Two buildings have been wired for electric lights. 
Much credit should be given the teachers and pupils for 
raising funds for this work. The Longfellow School 
Building and the Hawthorne buildings have been wired. 
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The other buildings should be wired this year. 
Some very necessary work was accomplished in the 
Kmerson School building. This building was shingled 
and a new ceiling was put up. The material used was 
weatherwood which makes a very satisfactory ceiling 
and provides insulation. The interior of this building 
should be painted.

Limington Academy opened its 99th. year in Sep- 
tember with 42 pupils. Ten seniors, 6 juniors, 9 sopho- | 
mores and 17 freshmen. We lost two freshmen, one 
leaving school and the other transferring to Guilford 
High. | 

With the co-operation of our two able assistants we 
were able to organize our school courses in such a way 
as to offer a little better course, especially for the boys. 
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The girls had a good Home Economics course but the 
boys also needed some course in which they could learn 
by doing. So Shop Work was started again and it has 
proved a great help.

AND THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Limington: 

It was voted under Article 31 to build a central mod- 
ern school building. It was also voted to purchase a 
site for the new school building and the vote under arti- 
cle 83 was amended to read at not to exceed $300.00. and 
purchase to be made within 12 months. Under article 
35 the committee was authorized to secure plans. 

Five meetings of the building committee were held 
during the year. 

The first meeting of the building committee was 
held on May 5. Edwin Childs was elected chairman of 
this committee. It was voted to have George Chase se- 
cure information relative to the ownership of certain 
lots of land that might be desirable for sites for a new 
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building, and if for sale to find the price of such lots of 
land. 3 

The second meeting was held on May 19. Mr. 
George Chase was elected chairman, pro tem. 

The committee looked over the lot of land opposite 
the baseball field, said lot of land owned by Harry Cot- 
ton. The lot of land was ideal in every respect for the 
location of a central school. The slope of the land would 
provide a natural drainage and the character of the soil, 
and the size of the lot with the amount of frontage was 
exactly what would be looked for in the ideal site for 
such a school. It has always been easy to find a good 
water supply in this locality. The cost of clearing this 
lot would not be a large item of expense. The said lot of 
land would have a front of 400 feet and a depth of 600 
feet. 

It was voted to purchase this lot of land of Harry 
Cotton and authorize George Chase and Edwin Childs 
to arrange the terms of the purchase of this lot of land 
from Harry Cotton for the sum of $200.00 and arrange 
for the drawing of the deed by Harry Cotton by which 
appoximately 5.5 acres of land would be conveyed to the 
town of Limington and to arrange for the clearing of 
the land. This lot of land was conveyed to the town by 
Harry Cotton for the price of $200.00. 

REPORT ON LAST THREE MEETINGS 

The selectmen of the town met with the committee 
and considered the question of financing the cost of con- 
struction of the new building. Information was secured 
by the selectmen regarding the raising of funds, the rate 
of interest, and limit of amount to be obtained through 
issuance of bonds or notes. The question of building 
costs was considered, also changes that were being made 
in school building, designing and planning. In view of 
the almost prohibitive cost of building today the com-. 
mittee voted to make the following recommendations at 
the last meeting held on February 2, 1947:

1. Voted to recommend not to build for at least 
one year. 


2. Voted to recommend that the following ariticle 
be inserted in the warrant for the next annual town 
meeting. 


Article. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for a school building fund, 
the same to be expended for the construction of the new 
central school building voted under article 31 at the last 
annual town meeting on March 4, 1946. 

In view of existing building conditions it was deem- 
ed unnecessary by your committee to expend any funds 
for the purpose of securing plans from an architect ac- 
cording to the authorization by the town under article 
OD.
